Last Tuesday, Senators Walter 
Mondale and Hubert Humpbrey, 
both of Minnesota, had cosponsored 
that amendment to the continuing 
resolution earmarking the specific 
funds for Israel. The Senate ap- 
proved it overwhelmingly despite

funds in such resolutions is highly 
unusual. 

Congress was forced to propose 
8. continuing resolution because this 
year’s new foreign aid packaze wag 
still pending In Congress. Congres- 
sional authorization for forelgn ald 
had expired on September 30. The 
continuing resolution is a stop-gap 
measure designed to give the Ad- 
ministration temporary authority to 
continue supplying foreign ald. 

Israel officials here had been joy- 
ful on Tuesday when the Mondale- 
Humphrey Amendment had been 
approved. The amendment would 
have assured Israel of $250m. in 
grant economic aid, $100m. in grant 
military aid, and $200m. in military 
credit sales (low interest loans). 

The continuing resolution gives 
the Administration discretion to 
allocate funds for individual coun- 
tries, and Israel Officials here had 
been concerned that, without the 
specific earmarkings for Israel, the 
Administration would not extend

Israel would regard a UN 
General Assembly resolution 
which supported the demands of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization as “legal and not 
binding in any way," Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon told the 
UN Assembly last night. Mr. Al- 
Jon said Israel would consider 
such a resolution as “impinging 
on Its fundamental rights... 
Every delegate here would re= 
ject a negative resolution which 
strikes at the foundation of hia 
country’s being...," he said. 

Mr. Allon devoted a major 
part of his address to the Pales- 
tine tssue. Firmly rejecting the 
PLO's claim to represent the 
Palestinian people, he reiterated 
Israel's delief that the problem 
could be solved within the 
framework of the state of Jor- 
dan. He accused the Arab states 
of deliberately thwarting the 
development of a Palestinian 
national identity during the 19 
years of Arab rule over the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

Hopes for 
EEC deal

ERUSSELS. — Israel's negotiations 
with the Common Market on the 
creation of a Mediterranean free- 
trade area opened here yesterday 
with strong hopes of agreement he- 

fore the end of the year. 

Israeli and market officiais said 
after the first session of the two- 
day round of talks, due to end 
today, that the finishing touches to 
an agreement will probably be made 
ot the next seasion next month or 
early in December, 

Israel's ambassador to the Com- 
mon Market, Moshe Alon, summed 
up the mood of the talks when he 
paid: “The negotiations have begun 
dn ἃ good atmosphere, We did not 
holler at each other once. There's 
a good chance the agreement can 
be wrapped up in a second round 
of talks.” 

The Israeli envoy, who is shortly 
to leave his post as ambassador to 
the ‘Common Market and to Bel- 
gium, sald the Common Market's 
proposals for easing the entry of 
Israeli exports to Europe went far 
beyond those offered a year ago. 
Mr. Alon added: “There is not much 
distance between the position of the 
twe sides.” 

Mr, Alon recalled that Israel 15 
seeking the immediate removal of 
tariffs on Israel's industria] exports 
to Europe while proposing to scrap 
its tariffs on Common Market im- 
ports by stages between now and 


The ambassador said: “We told 
the Common Market today that we 
want equal treatment for Israeli 
citrus with the Maghreb (Tunisia, 
Moroceo and Algeria). This won't 
be easy to get, but we will insist 
on it.” * 

Tn his opening speech the ambas- 
sador told the market negotiators 
that Israel attached great impor- 
tance to industrial, technical and 
scientific cooperation with the Nine, 
as well as to encouragement for 
investments in Israel, 

Mr. Alon asked the Nine to enable

Israel to obtain credits from the 
Inter-European Bank to boost new 
and existing Israeli Industries. 

Jean Durieux, director-general for 
development and South Mediterra- 
nean countries, who headg the Com- 
mon Market negotiuting team, told 
the Israelis the EEC proposes to 
level tariffs on Israeli industrial 
goods by 1977 and to remove all 
other restrictions on them by the 
end of 1979. 

During the afternoon session the 
Nine posed a 50-60 per cent 
preference on 85 per cent of Israel's 
exports of farm produce. From 1077 
the Nine are offering an 80 per cent 
preference for oranges and 70 per 
cent for citrus by-products.

Meanwhile, the ships are costing 
the Government, through the Kavim 
holding company it established to 
take them over from Somerfin, an 
estimated ILim. per month in; port 
fees, Insurance (particularly high 
during the period following the Yom 
Kippur war), wages for the 10 sailors 
employed to look after the ships in 
port, and capital costs, 

Zim Paasenger Lines, the joint 
Government-Zim company which 
operated the two’ vessels, was dis- 
solved early this year, after the 
Government derided to abolish the 
passenger fleet. Inquiries for the 
purchase of the two liners then came 
in from many foreign brokers, The 
Post learned. Initial offers made 


were reportedly in the $5m. region, 
for the two ships. But the Govern- 
ment decided to hold out for 5. much 
higher price {between §$9m. and 
$12m., in order to show that it had 
suffered no loss from the Somerfin 
debacle. 

This expectation was so unrealistic 
that the offers stopped coming. 
Meanwhile, the market for passenger 
ships declined, mainly due to the 
big fuel price rises, while the ships’ 
intrinsic value also declined as time 
passed, 

Now, a reliable eatimate puts their 
value at about §4m. or a little less. 
But the Government officials con- 


cerned have not yet been able-ap--- 


parently to make up their minds 
that a heavy paper loss on the sale 
of the ships, compared to their book 
value, is inevitable. 

The board of the Kavim company 


is due to convene shortly to make 


up its mind whether to launch a 
vigorous sales drive at the golng 
market rate. The alternative is to 
keep the ships tied up in Halfa Port, 
wasting valuable port space. There 
is now also the fear that the sailors 
and officers employed to maintain 
the two ships may claim job tenure 
after completing a year on the job, 
and demand compensation for “los- 
ing their jobs.” 

The Government's obstinacy in 
trying to “prove” that it suffered 
no loss on Somerfin was one cf the 
reasons for keeping the passenger 
line company in the red during its 
four years of operation, The com- 
pany chartered the two ships from 
the Government, which arbitrarily 
Set the charter fee at $3,000 a day 
(θὰ. a year) for the two vessels, 
in line with the ships’ “book value,” 
which was nearly double their real 
value. The company always claimed 
that if the charter fees had been 
determined by the market rate they 


would have been no more than half 
the sum. 

While charging the line $1m. 2 
year with one hand, the Government 
returned the same amount to it with 
the other, in the form of an annual 
subsidy to cover its losses — which * 
were due in large measure to the 
exaggerated charter fees. The only 
“advantage” of this strange arrange- 
ment wag that the Government show- 
ed it was incurring no “losses” on 
the Somerfin failure, 

if the Kavim board now (finally) 
decides to cut the losses and put 
the ships up for sale, they may 
eventually be purchased by Zim, for 
conversior “ints ‘roil-on roll-off 
freighters.

Jewish community, aumbering 4,500 
souls, all that is left of the ancient 
Jewish community of Syria, sub- 
jected to unceasing’ oppression. 
Human rights are indivisible and 
the freedom of the individual con- 
cerns us all. ‘I am my brother's 
keeper": It {fs in this spirit of 
‘international solidarity that I ex- 
press the hope that the Jewsh com- 
munity of Syria will, as an act 
of humanity, be finally allowed to 
go. In turning now to the situation 
of another Jewish community --- 
the Jews of the Soviet Union, num- 
bering more than three million — 
I voice the hope that the Soviet 
Government will recognize and re- 
spect the national rights of this 
Jewish group and will permit those 
who wish it to leave for Israel and 
to reunite with their families 
their people. : 


Yearning for peace 

The Jewish people — divided as 
it ig between Hast and ‘West — thas 
always been the first and principal 
victim of wars ‘both hot and cold, 
and is second to none in its yearn- 
ing for peace and detente. Conflict 
with powers great aud small is not 
our desire ut we can neither keep 
silent nor rest inti! the right of 
every Jew to go to Israel is re- 
cognized. The Soviet Union, as a 
multinational state, cannot — in- 
deed it has no right to —ignore 
the aspirations of members of the 
Jewish national group to full 
national Hfe In their historic thome- 
land, It is not possible to solve the 
problem of the rights of the Jewish 
people in the Soviet Union, a prob- 
lem anomalous from the national 
point of view, by means anomalous 
in human and moral terms. The 
grant of permission to go to Israel, 
to those who want to go, will not 
only solve an Jewish prob- 
lem which is unique in human his- 
tory, but, T ‘believe, will also provide 
the solution for a Soviet problem 
with which the Soviet Government 
‘has struggled for many years. In 
‘expressing appreciation for what 
has already 
the Soviet 
‘greater generosity, 
rassing those who have applied to 
emigrate, to release the prisoners 
of Zion, to open the gates, and they 
will earn the praises of civilized 
‘men everywhere for their humanity. 

Our world is at cross-roads... the 
alternatives faced by our generation 
are cooperation or decline. Let us 
cooperate. Israel, though small in 
size and limited in resources and 
itself still in the stage of develop- 
‘ment, is doing its best to cope with 
{the manifold problems of a poor and 
‘semi-arid land, and with the in- 
‘tegration of hundreds of thousands

‘the past provided such assistance 
as it could to other developing 
countries in all continents in the 
flelds of science, education and

,and will gladly extend such aid in 
the future. 
| ‘Mr. President, one year has pass-

tians and more than 3,000 
Syrians and others. Most of them 
died in the bloom of youth and left 
bereaved parents, widows, and or- 
phans behind them. Israeli prisoners 
were savagely maltreated in Syrian 
and BHeypHan prisons. More than 
40,000 men were wounded and many 
permanently disabled. The agony 
and bereavement of the widows, of 
the orphans, and of the disabled are 
shared equally by the peoples on 
‘both sides of the lines. Following 
on this war the Security Council 
adopted Resolution -338, the third 
paragraph of which reads: 

“The Security Council... 3. De- 
cides that, immediately and con- 
currently with the cease-fire, ne- 
gotiations shall start between the 
parties concerned under appro- 
priate auspices aimed at establish- 
ing a just and durable peace in 
the Middie Bast.” It ig not to the 
eredit of the Security Council that 
it was only in October 1978 — 24 
years after the signature in 1949 of 
the armistice agreements 
‘between Israel, Egypt, Jordan, Le- 
banon and Syria — that it specifi- 
only called for peace negotiations. 
This, at any rate, was progress and 
it is better late than never. 

The disengagement ents 
between Israel and Egypt and Israel 
and Syria also represent a measure 
of progress. Since the 1967 war 
and the Arab summit conference 
in Khartoum, with its triple nega- 
tives — no peace, no recognition, 
no negotiations — this was a first 
positive step, It was taken in the 
light of the experience of the 
war, and es a result of the con- 
structive initiative of the United 
States and of the remarkable ef- 
forts of its Secretary of State, 
Dr. Kissinger. 

But here, too, the same grave 
question presents itself: Why did 
this come 90 late, and why only 
after bloodshed? After all, partial 
arrangements could have ‘been 
reached without war and before the 
war, both in the Suez Canal area 
and on the Golan Heights. In 1971 
Israel responded affirmatively to the 
American proposal for proximity 
talks for a partial agreement with 
‘Egypt, and there was no reason 
why, as time went on, we should 
not have responded in the same way 
to proposals for similar talks with 
the other neighbouring states. It 
was the other side that rejected 
the and thus killed this 
constructive initiative for no 
good reason. In the event 


we did finally have face-to-face’ 


talks, that is to say something 
more than p talks, at the 
first session of the Geneva Confer- 
ence, at the Kilometre 101 negotia- 
tlons on the Cairo-Suez road between 
Israel and Egypt and on the oc- 
casion of the signature of the 
agreement with ‘Syria in Geneva. 


Beyond all reason 


Why then should this have been 
done at the cost of thousands of 
casualties on both sides? 18 further 
proof were required — the October 
war showed clearly that there is 
not, there cannot ‘be, and there 
never will be a military solution 
of the Arab-Israel conflict, which 
persists beyond all reason and be- 
yond all political realism. ‘A con- 
flict which saps the very marrow 
from the bones of all the peoples 
of the area and, despite the exten- 
sive resources of our area, debil- 
itates their economies and their 
societies. Let us look at the facts: 
In this war the aggressors enjoyed 
three marked advantages 
under normal circumstances, should 
have ‘been decisive: 

(1) Overwhelming. strength in 
manpower and modern sophisticated 
weaponry; ᾿ 

2) Initiative; 

(3) Surprise. 

Yet, despite these great advan- 
tages the citizen army of Israel 
rapidly overcame the effect of the 
surprise, halted the forward move- 
ment of the attacking forces and 
passed over to a ‘bold counter- 
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offensiva which ‘brought Israeli 
troops well beyond the former 
cease-fire lines. If the Arab armies 
hed triumphed the world would 
have witnessed an act of genocide, 
whereas the Arab defeat was lmit- 
ed to the field of battle and in

IN LAST WEEK'S SIDRA, Moses 
began his poetic farewell oration 
with a retrospective survey of the 
young Jewish nation’s history and 


‘by blessing the nation tribe ‘by tribe, 
in a manner recalling Jacob's bless- 
ing (Genesis 49), concluding with: 
“Happy are you, people of Israel, 
Peerless, set free by God the shield 
that guards you, your glorious 
sword...” 

The Sidra ends with the account 
of Moses’ ascent of Mount Nebo 
across the Jordan ‘River from Jeri- 
cho, to see the land he is not to 
enter, and of ‘his death and burial 
“in the valley in the land of Moab 
opposite Beit Peor; but to this day 
no one ‘knows his furial place.” 
On this, the ancient Rabbis tell us: 
So that Moses’ grave should not 
‘become a place of pilgrimage for 
those who deify dead national per- 


sonages. 
THIS SIDRA BRINGS TO A 
OQLOSE the annual cycle of 54 
weekly Sidrot into which the Tora 
is divided. Unlike the others, how- 
ever, this one is not read on the 
Sabbath ‘but on the last day of 
the Succot festival, known here in 
Israel as Shmini Atzeret-Simhat 
Tora, And as soon as it is com- 
Pleted, the first 34 verses of Gene- 
sis, telling the story of creation, 
are read, so that — the Rabbis 
tell us — Satan should have no 
cause to come to God saying that 
the Jews have finished the Tora and 
are putting ft aside.
